Forty years passed before 
the first published announcement In 
the United States appeared of the 
potato-bug as a destructive agent. 
A letter from a farmer, J. Egerton 
of Gravity, iowa, appeared in the 
“ Prairie Farmer,” 
August, 
1861, 
stating: “ They made their appear­ 
ance upon the vines (potato) 
as 
they were up, devouring as fast as 
they grew.” 
Tho announcement fell 
Ii ae a bomb among 
the 
flamers. 
Nine years later, in 1 8 7b, the pest, 
then commonly known as the Colo­ 
rado potato-ibeetlo, had eaten 
its 
way to the Atlantic coast. Its west­ 
ward march of devastation led up 
to the Rooky 
mountains, 
which 
seemed to act as a 1>arrier, *as it 
had no other pests, for further pro­ 
gress. 
It had extended as far south 
as Virginia, and was gradually un­ 
dermining the whole potato indus­ 
try of the United States.

Including the money expended in 
tho national crusade of extermina­ 
tion aud crop values destroyed by 
ed ny pests, nearly $ I,UUU,GOU,OOO. 
They are a serious economic prob­ 
lem aud effect every individual in 
the nation.

names are legion— a zoologist 
has 
pests, nearly $1,000,000,000 yearly, 
species in the insect world, half of 
wnien are destructive to plants aud 
animals. 
The 
cinchbug 
ravages 
cereals causing a loss of about $100,- 
000,000 a year. 
The Hessian Fly 
named after the (Hessian soldiers 
who brought them to this country 
while fighting in the American Revo­ 
lution, has been reported as eating 
$.">0,000,000 worth of stored wheat. 
The ordinary grasshopper has taken 
more than $00,000,000 out of the 
American agricultural 
till, 
while 
the Jan Jose soaie has destroyed 
trees 
worth 
many 
millions. 
The 
boll-weevJl, the foe of cotton, 
has 
an annual ’’boardbill” 
of at least 
$10,000,000. 
The white pine blister, 
the Mediterranean fruit fly, the gyp­ 
sy and brown-tail moths, und 
the 
potato wart halve become such seri­ 
ous menaces that the United States 
government has barred plant pro­ 
ducts from abroad that are likely 
to carry such peats from importa­ 
tion into this country. 
The weap­

ers are ch em load a, birds, and such 
insects as feed upon their more pre­ 
datory ret Att yea.
